Miss  Catherine  Scott,  of  Milledge- 
’,  ville,  gave  an  illuminating  preparato¬ 
ry  talk,  in  which  she  sketched  the  his¬ 
torical  background  of  the  Chinese 
1  Empire,  especially  in  recent  years, 

-  which  largely  accounts  for  the  pres¬ 
ent  internationally  serious  situation 
j  there.  She  recounted  that  the  coun- 
*  try  is  now  divided  into  northern  and 
southern  factions,  the  names  of 
1  whose  leaders  are  confused  in-  Occi- 
|  dental  minds.  The  only  community 
of  interest  displayed  by  these  fac¬ 
tions  was  in  their  united  declarations 
;  that  all  foreigners  must  leave  the 
,  country,  and  leave  “China  for  the 
Chinese.”  The  southern  .army,  quar- 
,  tered  about  Canton,  is  fairly  united 
in  interest;  but  the  northern  fac¬ 
tion,  centering  around  Peking,  is  sub¬ 
divided  into  three  factions  of  its 
own,  fighting  around  themselves  and 
united  only  in  opposition  to  the 
southern  division  of  the  republic. 
The  foreign  attitude,  especially  Brit¬ 
ish  and  American,  was  explained, 
and  their  obligation  to  protect  their 
endangered  citizens  living  in  China 
at  this  critical  time. 

After  this  explanation  introduc¬ 
tory  to  the  situation  the  meeting 
was  thrown  into  a  general  discussion. 
Original  questions  were  brought  up 
and  defended  and  opposed,  and  oth¬ 
ers  of  general  interest  were  offered 
Among  those  questions  considered 
by  the  leaders  of  the  debaters, 
were:  Are  European  powers  justified  j 
in  taking  what  might  be  construed 
as  a  belligerent  attitude  to  protect  j 
their  citizens  resident  in  China? 
Which  of  the  Occidental  classes,  mis¬ 
sionary,  business  men,  or  diplomats,  1 
is  more  apt  to  understand  the  situa-  " 
tion  from  an  Oriental  point  of  view, 
and,  being  less  prejudiced,  better  8 
fitted  to  represent  Western  nations 
in  settling  this  difficult  problems  in 
China?  Will  the  United  States  be  '
